May  it  please  Your  Majesty, — 

1.  The  present  or  Fifth  Report  covers  the  period  from  the  12th  January,  1908,  to  the 
12th  January,  1910.  The  four  previous  reports  covered  the  periods  from  the  organization 
of  the  Association,  January  12th,  1900,  to  the  31st  March,  1902,  from  the  1st  April,  1902, 
to  the  12th  January,  1904,  from  the  12th  January,  1904,  to  the  28th  February,  1906,  and 
from  the  28th  February,  1906,  to  the  12th  January,  1908,  respectively.  The  present 
report,  therefore,  completes  the  transactions  of  the  Association  for  a  period  of  ten  years 
from  the  date  of  its  organization,  January  12th,  1900.

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3,  Tin-  general  results  of  the  work  of  the  Association,   since   the   date   of  its    Fourth 
Report  on  the  12th  January,  1908,  may  be  briefly  summed  up  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Under  Object  I,  widows,  orphans  and  dependents  of  deceased  soldiers,  one  new 
case  has  been  attended  to,  and  one  old  case  has  been  reviewed.  The  amount  of  money 
expended  under  this  object  for  the  two  years  has  been  $1,800.00. 

(h)  Under  Object  II,  relating  to  soldiers  only,  twelve  new  cases  have  been  favourably 
considered,  and  nineteen  old  cases  have  been  re-opened  and  additional  grants  made.  The 
expenditure  under  Object  II  during  the  past  two  years  has  amounted  to  $9,116.50. 

Of  the  twelve  new  claims  above  referred  to,  the  following  schedule  shows  the   nature 

of  the  disabilities  of  such  soldiers  whether   due   to    accident,  wounds,    sickness    or  other 

causes,  viz.  : —

6.  From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the  contributions,  amounting 
to  $389,975.63,  coupled  with  the  interest  accretions  of  $40,798.24,  made  available  for 
purposes  of  relief  for  Canadian  soldiers  and  their  dependents  the  large  sum  of  $380,773.87. 
Of  this  amount  $300,434.05  have  been  distributed,  leaving  a  balance  still  available  of 
$80,339.82. 

From  the  last  named  sum,  awards,  however,  have  been  made  which  are  payable  in 
instalments  at  stated  periods,  and  the  unpaid  portions  of  these  awards  amount  to  $2,150.00. 

Deducting  these  unpaid  awards  of  $2,150.00  the  balance  would  be  reduced  to 
$78,189.82,  and  the  amount  distributed  in  relief  increased  from  $300,434.05  to  $302,584.05.

7.  During  the  past  ten  years,  relief  has  been  given  to  the  following  number  of  cases 
under  each  object,  viz. : — 

Object  I — 18  widows,  27- orphans  and  75  dependents 120 

II — 650  invalided  or  disabled  soldiers  650 

III — 3-12  dependents  separated  at  home  342

8.  Since  the  last  report  of  the  Association,  on  the  12th  January,  1908,  two  amend- 
ments to  I  Edward  VII,  Chapter  92,  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund 
Association  ",  have  been  passed.

Chap.  96. 
An  Act  to  amend  chapter  92  of  the  Statutes  of  1901,  respecting  the  Canadian  Patriotic 

Fund  Association. 

[Assented  to  20th  July,  1908.] 
His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Com- 
mons of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1 .  Whenever  it  is  necessary  or  desirable  to  take  a  vote  of  the  members  mai'ing  b> 
of  the  corporation  upon  any  motion,  such  vote  may  be  taken  by  mail  on  any 
question  or  matter  affecting  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  Association. 

2.  In  such  case  the  secretary  of  the  Association  shall  transmit   by  mail  ™?fngdure  f°r 
to  each  member  a  copy  of  the  motion,   proposition  or    question    to    be  voted 

upon,  and  also  a  copy  of  this  Act,  and  any  member  may  thereupon  vote  by 
transmitting  to  the  secretary  by  mail  a  letter  stating  that  he  votes  "aye"  or 
"  no,"  as  the  case  may  be,  upon  such  motion,  proposition  or  question. 
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(b)  8-9  EDWARD  VII. 

Chap.  67. 

An  Act  further  to  amend  chapter  92  of  the  Statutes  of  1901,  respecting  the  Canadian 

Patriotic  Fund  Association. 

[Assented  to  19th  May,  1909. 
His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and   House    of  Com- 
mons of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  affairs  of  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  Association,  hereinafter  Committee 
called  "  the  Association,"  shall  be  managed  by  the  executive  committee  appointed 

in  accordance  with  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Association. 

2.  Whenever  it  is  necessary  or  desirable  to  take  a  vote   of  the   members  ^tfng0* 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Association  upon  any   motion,  proposition 

or  question  affecting  the  Association,  any  member  may  vote  personally  or  by 

proxy. 

8.  In  such  case  the  secretary  of  the  Association  shall  transmit  by   mail  of1motfonnetc. 
to  each  member  of  the  executive  committee  a  copy  of  the  motion,   proposition 
or  question  to  be  voted  upon  ;  and  any  member  may  thereupon   transmit    his  ofaproxy.SI°n 
authority  to  vote  by  proxy  to  the  secretary  or  to  any    other    member    of    the 

executive  committee. 

4.  The  instrument  appointing  a  proxy  shall  be  in  writing,   and  shall    be  f^ lsItes 

instrument. 

signed  by  the  appointor,  and  shall  be  deposited  with  the  secretary  of  the  Asso- 
ciation not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  before  the  time  of  holding  the  meet- 
ing at  which  the  vote  is  to  be  taken. 

5.  The  person  appointed  a  proxy  shall   be   a   member    of    the    executive ^to'peraon 

of  proxy. 

committee,  qualified  to  vote,  and  shall  not  vote  unless  he  is  present  at  the 
meeting  at  which  the  vote  is  taken. 

6.  Chapter  96  of  the  statutes  of  1908  is  hereby  repealed.  repealed96 
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With  reference  to  8-9  Edward  VII  Chapter  67,  amending  1  Edward  VII  Chapter  92  of 
the  Statutes  of  1901,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  management  of  the  Association  is  now 
vested  in  the  Executive  Committee  instead  of  the  members  of  the  Corporation,  and  that 
the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  have  the  power  of  voting  by  proxy  under 
certain  specified  conditions.

FIFTH  REPORT  OF  THE  AUDITORS  OF  THE  CANADIAN  PATRIOTIC 

FUND  ASSOCIATION. 


Ottawa,  January  26th,  1910. 


To  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  Association,- 


We  beg  to  report  that  we  have  completed  the  audit  of  the  funds  of  the  Association, 
in  pursuance  of  Section  7,  Chapter  92  (I  Edward  VII),  1901,  from  the  date  of  the  previ- 
ous audit,  12th  January,  1908,  to  12th  January,  1910. 

The  accounts  administered  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  during 
the  period  above  referred  to,  have  been  examined  by  us  with  relative  vouchers  and  author- 
ities, and  are  certified  as  correct. 

The  balance  shown  by  our  last  report  was  $84,607.20  ;  interest  added  by  the  Bank 
of  Montreal  to  12th  January,  1910,  $2,211.12  ;  interest  on  debentures,  $4,650.00,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  $91,468.32. 

The  total  expenditure  during  the  period  covered  by  this  report  was  $11,128.50,  made 
up  as  follows: — Relief  to  widows,  orphans  and  dependents,  $1,800;  soldiers,  $9,116.50, 
and  sundry  expenses,  $212.00,  leaving  a  balance  of  $80,339.82  at  the  credit  of  the 
Association  on  January  12th,  1910. 
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Of  this  balance,  $50,245.58  is  invested  in  city  and  town  debentures,  as  shown  in  the 
last  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  (page  9)  and  $80,094.24  is  on  deposit  in  the  Bank 
of  Montreal- 

We  may  add  that  in  this  examination,  as  in  previous  ones,  every  facility  was  offered 
us  by  the  officers  of  the  Association  in  the  examination  of  all  records  and  accounts.
